TOWN ORDINANCE. 


TOWN 
ORDINANCE 
NO. 39. 


Of the Town of Kciu), "\Vaslloe County, 


Nevada. 


(Adopted June 24, 1898. 


AN ORDINANCE CREATING A BOARD 
of Health in the 
town of 
Reno, 


TjVashoe county, Nevada, and matters con- 
nected therewith, adopted June 24,1893. 
By virtue of the power and authority con- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Nevada, 
the Board of County Commissioners of 
Washoe county do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby created and 
established in the town of lieno, Washoo 
county, Nevada, a Board of Health, to con- 
sist of three reputable practicing physicians 
and residents of said town of Keiio, who 
shall exercise supervision of the eeueral 
health of the town and shall have full power 
bo take all measures necessary to promote 
bhe health thereof. 
SBC. 2. Said Board of Health shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, and their term of office shall be 
commensurate with the term ot office of the 
County Commissioners elected for the short 
term. 
Said board shall elect their own 
officers and shall make such regulations con- 
cerning their own government • s they may 
deem necessary. 


SBO. 3. It shall be the duty of said Hoard, 
whenever in its judgment the town is threat- 
ened with or afflicted bj an epidemic, in- 
fectious or contagious disease, to issue, or 
cause to be issued, such orders, regulations 
and instructions as may be in their judg- 
ment deemed effective for the prevention, 
removal or limitations of such disease, 
which orders, regulations and instructions 
shall be published in full in at least one of 
the daily papers for such period of time us 
shall be determined by said Board, such 
orders, regulations and instructions to be 
and remain in full force and effect until by 
said Hoard revoked. 
Provided, that the 
same may from time to time be modified in 
such manner as in tho judgment of said 
Hoard may be deemed necessary or expe- 
dient. 


SEO. 4. Whenever it shall appear to said 
£>oard that any person has been attacked by 
any contagious or infectious disease, such 
person shall be removed to such place as may 
>e designated, but if such person refuses to 
je removed, or if his or her condition is such 
that such removal would be attended with 
.longer, then such measures shall immediate- 
y be taken as may be deemed advisable to 
jreyent the spread of the contagion or in- 
'ection, and to ccuise any such person or 
premises where he or she may be to be 
quarantined and to prevent the ingress or 
egress ot any person or persons as may de- 
sire to said premises. 


SBC. 
5. All persons having small-pox or 
any contagious or infectious disease in the 
;owu, who shall refuse or cannot be taken 
10 a place prepared or degsignated for them, 
are hereby required to be kept closely con- 
fined in their respective dwellings or places 
of abode, and to obey such rules and regula- 
tions as may be adopted by said toiu'd of 
Health; and any person failing to comply 
vith the requirements of this section shall 
JO deemed guilty of a nuisance and shall 
ipon conviction thereof be iined not less 
than ten or more than five hundred dollars. 


SBO. 
B. Any person Buttering from any in- 
fectious or contagious disease, who will- 
fully exposes himself or herself many street, 
lublio place or conveyance, or any person 
laving the care, charge or control of any 
such person in said* town, who shall permit 
such exposure, or any person who gives, 
sells, lends, transmits or exposes any cloth- 
ing, bedding, rags or other thing or things 
which have been exposed to infection, and 
any person who shall let any person any 
house, room or part of a house in which any 
person has been confined by 'eason of any 
such disease, without having such room or 
louse completely disinfected to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health, shall on con- 
viction be fined not less than ten nor more 
than five hundred dollars. 


SEC, 
7. The proprietor of any 
hotel, 
Doardirig house, tenement house, lodging 
louse, or other place iri the town shall, in 
;he event of any person living in such house 
Becoming afflicted with any infectious or 
contagious disease, at once notify the Board 
of Health thereof in writing. * or neglect- 
ing to give the notice herein provided, the 
person so offending shall upon conviction, 
ie fined not less than ten nor more than live 
hundred dollars for each and every offense. 


SBC. 
8. Whenever any person or railroad 
;rain coming into Reno shall show symp- 
toms indicating an attack of small-pox or 
other contagious or infectious., disease, or 
whenever such fact shall come to the knowl- 
edge of conductor or person in charge of 
any such train as to lead him to suppose 
;lmt any person on bis tram is attacked with 
small-pox or is infected with the disease, it 
shall be the dutj of such conductor or the 
person so having the train in charge, before 
tie shall have reached, a point within twelve 
miles of the town limits, to telegraph such 
fact to the Board of Health or somrf>member 
thereof: and whenever it shall be impossible 
bo send such telegram, said conductor or said 
person having such train in charge and hav- 
ing a person on board so suspected by him of 
liaving small-pox or other infectious or con- 
tagious disease, shall retain such person 
upon the train upon reaching Reno until he 
shall have notified the Board of Health or 
some member thereof of such fact, and until 
a reasonable time shall have elapsed after 
such notice for the Board of Health of the 
town to take charge of such party. Any con, 
ductor failing to comply with tho require- 
ments of this section Bhol], upon conviction, 
be fined in any sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars. 


SEC. 
9. The Board of Health shall have 
the power to appoint any and all necessary 
aid or assistance in carrying into effect any 
yule adopted by them or ordinance of the 
town, or law of the State in relation to in- 
fectious or contagious disease or the sani- 
tary condition of the town. 
SBC 10. It is ncreby made the duty of the 
Chief of Police of the town of Reno to attend 
upon the Board of Health, when requested 
to do so by them, and to act in conjunction 
ith them in carrying ont their orders.

RULE 5—No person dying from diphtheria 
shall be buried other than in private, and as 
soon as circumstances 
will permit 
after 
death, without special consent from this 
Board. 
RULE 6—We herebj, upon power vested in 
us by Section 9 of said ordinance, appoint all 
constables and deputy constables in tho town 
of Reno to act with the Chief of Police in en- 
forcing above ordinance and rules. We 
earnestly request the aid of our citizens, 
.feeling that they can do much by their co- 
operation in reporting cases of suspected 
disease and premises known by them to bo 
in an unsanitarj condition, but we cannot 
act upon any such reports unless they are 
made in writing with the signature of com- 
plainant attached. In this way \\ofceltluit 
the heads of families can do more than by 
publishing resolutions m the papers taken 
entirely from hearsaj. 
RULE 7—It shall he the duty of the Chief of 
Police and constables to arrest all persons 
refusing to obey the provisions of this ordi- 
nance and these rules, and they will be dealt 
with as provided. 
RULE 8 —We hereby order the above rules 
published with Ordinance No. 39 in both our 
daily papers for one week 
In order that 
their purpose and result ma\ bo fully and 
thoroughly accomplished, we realize that the 
co-operation of all the resident physicians is 
necessary which we are sure of, and we thank 
them for their interest and efforts in cases 
past. 


SUGGESTIONS. 


It is suggested to physicians in charge of 
cases of diphtheria to see that the patient be 
isolated us nearly as possible and that only 
such furniture bo left in the sick room as 
necessity requires.

Wheat ife lower at the seaboard than 


ever before in the his"ory of the coun- 
try. It brings u fn-^tion over a cent a 
pound in the great commercial centers 
and of course lesd in the interior. This, 
farmers claim, doeB not cover the cost 
of production and to long as prices 
keep as low as at present the business 
must bo carried ou at a ioi-s or abandon- 
ed. In Washington fetute the business 
agent of the Farmers' Alliance has pro- 
posed tothe farmer?; to btore their wheat 
and, as they rnufet have money to pay for 
harvesting it, morlgago it for 25 cents 
a bushel until batter prices can be ob- 
tained. This proposition meets with 
some favor and it will probably be 
adopted iu many parts of the state. 


The attention of farmers was di- 


rooted to the fact home time ago that 
wheat and cotton follow the fortunes 
of silver. When the metal advances 
iu price farm products keep pace with 
it, and when it declines they go down 
with it. Now, in 
< ousequence of the 


determination of the gold trust to pre- 
vent the purchase or coinage of wlver, 
the prioe of tho metal is lower than at 
any previous period 
in ancient or 


modern times and farm products are 
correspondingly cheap. Neither silver 
mining nor farming is profitable; cattle 
men Bay there is not much money in 
producing beef the for market at pres- 
ent prices and woolgrowers complain 
that they have to rufetle to make ends 
meet. As in isery a, said to love company 
it may be consolingto state that Nevada 
is just aw well off as other states and is 
not an exception to the general rule. 
Let us take a hopeful view of the situa- 
tion. This depression and the present 
congress will not last forever. Next 
year the pooplo will have it in their 
power to choose <i home of representa- 
tives that will legislate for the masses 
rather than tho classes and endeavor to 
suit tho financial \ iew& of the people of 
the United States rather than please 
the money kings of London and Berlin 
and their Wall street agents.

their opinion-,. A majority of the royal 
commission appointed by the JEnglish 
government to inquire into the matter 
reported that bimetallism was not only 
practicable but desirable, and most of 
those who arrived at this conclusion 
wore originally advocates of the single 
gold standard 
But Senator Stewart 


will hardly cure to defend his change 
of view; ho will bo more concerned to 
prove that tho principles he advocates 
arc .-.oimd. which will prove a less diffi- 
cult tusk than it uould for John Sher- 
man, to domonstcU-te that it was an 
houost conviction which induced him 
to abandon tho contention he ouce 
made, that a bondholder who paid 65 
cents iu greenbacks for government 
securities was not entitled to receive 
gold when tho bonds were paid off.

THE DOME. 


Tlie Situation—Speech of David B. Hill 


— The Kespectlve Positions of Voor- 
Iieen and Hill—The Effect of Hill's 
Speech.

The present period in American pol- 


itics will be memorable in American 
history. 
It is during such critical 


periods when the spirit of the people 
is restless and their feelings easily- 
stirred to the point of resentment that 
men of prominence who have too long 
coquetted with public opinion and the 
people's patience are forever retired to 
the shades of political obscurity and 
new and untried men are brought for- 
ward for trial. The struggle to estab- 
lish some cardinal principle or perma- 
nent American policy as a parb of our 
social economy is always accompanied 
with a restless condition followed by a 
political upheaval and the party which 
has triumphantly established the prin- 
ciple for which it has fought so long is 
usually given an indefinite lease of 
power. 
The prominent party thus 


brought in on a popular wave lives 
thereafter, not on its present activity, 
but on its past glory; not on what it 
does, but what it has done. The birth 
of every governmental policy gives rise 
to a new party. 
Every party has a 


mission to fulfill and when its policy 
has been established and its mission 
is performed it is only allowed by the 
generous sufferance of the people's 
supreme will to exist until the ever 
shifting conditions make it imperative 
that it give way to a party of new pro- 
gression, more nearly allied to the peo- 
ple's ideas and less inoculated with the 
power and corruption that comes from 
a long dominancy. 


NEW PARTIES. 


Every student of political history 


has read of the rise and fall of parties 
in American politics and knows that 
thoir birth is co-eval with some new 
principle to be established or some 
wrong that demands redress 
The 


eliminating of slavery from our social 
institutions produced the Republican 
party. That mission accomplished, it 
has been held in power by the grateful 
remembrance of the American people 
during that period which marks its 
alliance with that which the people de- 
manded. 
Through force of circum- 


stances the Democratic party has 
always been the party of negation. We 
have now arrived at the time when the 
demand for a sound and stable finan- 
cial policy, -which shall benefit alike 
the rich and the poor, is no longer to 
be ignored. No question since the civil 
war has so engaged the attention of the 
American people. If the Republican 
party cannot do it; if the Democratic 
party, which faithfully promises to do 
it, does not fulfill the pledges faith- 
'ully made, then it is but a logical de- 
duction borne out by history and ob- 
servation that the American people 
will form a party whose mission shall 
>e to give to the American people that 
which they demand and desire. 


Men who have trained with a party 


lesitate long before severing their con- 
nection with it. There is to be found 
n all countries a shifting element ever 
•eady for change 
Men of no particu- 


ar principle, 
except self-laudation, 


:orm 
the 
elementary 
foundation 


of all new parties and necssarily serve 
;o cast nothing but ignominy and rid- 
cule upon it. As a new party leavens 
with intelligence these men are weeded 
out. 
They have their part in the gen- 


esis of a party just as certain animals 
have their place in the economy of 
nature. Several years ago the country 
lad the first premonitory warnings of 
discontent tLat retired such men as 
klcKinley and Ingalls' and last year 
another warning produced such men as 
Simpson, Peffer, Waite, Lewelling and 
Pennoyer 
As certainly as we exist as 


a nation if the Democratic party fail of 
heir promise to the people and the 
Republicans do not heed their twice- 
ounded warning, the above-mentioned 
men will be hailed as the patriots and 
laviors of their country before another 
lecade has passed away, with the free 
coinage of silver and the raising and 
bettering of the laboring class as the 
two cardinal principles of a new party 
with the early isms eliminated.

conditions upon which the very founda- 
tions of government rest. Strange as 
it may seem the wisdom of our most 
brilliant men have failed to offer us a 
sound and stable policy or such as have 
been presented have been refused by a 
selfish moneyed clique.

years under rapidly changing condi- 
tions we have been resorting to a series 
of ^makeshifts and unbecoming com- 
promises which were dealt out as 
opiates to a restless people. Such a 
course has been eminently unworthy a 
nation, the bloom of whose civilization 
is the admiration of mankind. The 
continued amassing of large individual 
fortunes, the rapid growth of oar large 
cities with a preponderance of foreign 
population, the wide chasm which is 
opening between, the few rich and the 
many poor have made the times ripe 
for earnest, vigorous demand for a 
sound and stable currency which shall 
benefit alike the miner of the west, the

the wheatgrower of the Mississippi val- ', 
ley, the cotton-grower of the south and 
the laborer of New England. Thus the 
lines are being clearly defined and 
tightly drawn, which mast engage the 
attention of the people until settled, 
even if settled at the cost of disentegra- 
tion of party lilies. The people of 
America are as numerous as the sand 
of the sea coast and shore. Toe winds 
ol agitation are blcrwing, and like the 


sands under a steady vind they ar 
shifting and changing, slowly yet swift 
ly and potently. We are on the eve o 
a grand political disintpgration. W 
have arrived at one of those momenta 
periods when statesmen are needed an 
when the exigencies and opportnnitie 
of the time produce Daniels whos 
judgment forecast the future path 
and Moses, whose faith lead out of th 
wilderness of wrong and oppression 
This condition is plainly apparent t 
one who can listen to the debates in 
congress. But a few years ago for 
man from the south to even slur th 
potency of party was a crime, 
threaten was treason and to act with 
independes.ce political death. To-day 
men stand up in congress who hav< 
trained with the old parties for year 
and boldly proclaim independence 
The west asserted herself in no un 
certain way last fall. The south wai 
kept in line on promises, but if de 
ceived now the breach is widened for 
ever. Bryan of Nebraska sounds-th 
warning Bland of Missouri bids his 
brethren farewell. 
Americans first 


part isms afterwards. 
Sentiments as 


patriotic as ever utterec1 in '76. Hatch 
of Missouri, a staunch, able Demo 
crat, says to Democracy, ,put on the 
brakes or you are on the road so ruin 
Thus far and no farther can we follow 
A man from South Carolina, after land 
ing the early Jeftersonian principles 
turns his invective against his party a 
present and says- "If this be treason 
make the most of it." No such spec 
tacle was ever before witnessed in 
Democratic congress. I have too mud 
faith in the loyal Americanism tha 
must permeate every man's nature to 
believe that tho&e warnings are idle 
threats. The strain is too intense. The 
demand of the people is like the mur 
mur of distant thunder. If the men 
who have thvs said that they v/oulc 
part company with their party stil 
continue to train with that party 
header! as it is by a golden personiflca 
tion, I have no doubt for the future o 
our country- Promises are as easily 
broken as made. There is at least a 
limit to all human endurance. 


HILL AND VOOEHEES. 


Within the past week two speeches 


of more than usual interest and im 
portance have been made in the senate 
Though somewhat similar in senti- 
ment yet the unique position which the 
two men occupy a? regards the admin- 
istration render the effect of their ut- 
terances as widely different. 
The 


speeches made were by Voorhees and 
Hill. Voorhees was the spokesman of 
the administration and under the guise 
of advocacy of free silver made a speech 
the inconsistency of which has called 
forth universal criticism. 
Regarded 


as a man most favorable to free coin- 
age, 
whose every public utterance has 


been for free silver, th e Janus attitude 
assumed by the Hoosier statesman in 
his servile following of his master has 
placed him in a most unenviable posi- 
tion. Yet to one familiar with his rec- 
ord little else could be expected. A 
trimmer, a follower without principle, 
occupies a secondary position in the 
politics of the nation. 


Hill is a bold, independent statesman 


whosfe following and 
independence 


make him a power from which even 
Cleveland and his administration must 
shrink. He is a leader of men, whose 
shrewdness and ability, whose hitherto 
consistent utterances on public ques- 
tions may be depended upon. The two 
men represent two schools in states- 
manship, or more properly speaking, 
two schools in politics. They both 
vied with each other in their supposed 
allegiance to silver and bimetallism; 
both made free coinage speeches. The 
question arises, the utterance of which 
man may we accept with sincerity? 
From whom may we expect truest sup- 
port for silver ? 
From a careful ob- 


servation and from a careful study of 
their past records; from a considera- 
tion of their present respective posi- 
tions and an analysis of the underly- 
ing motives which may have prompted 
then* respecti re courses, I am inclined 
to think the views of David B. Hill as 
sincere o • of more importance to the 
future of bimetallism than those made 
by any man who has yet made public 
bis views on silver. Trae it is that 
both advocated repeal. Bat Voorhees 
advocated repeal because it was Cleve- 
land's desire, while Hill does so be- 
cause it is his sincere belief that it 
opens ap the way for free coinage. The 
key to the whole situation may be 
readily gained when we consider their 
position toward the present adminis- 
tration. Cleveland, without doubt, is 


wedded to the gold standard. He has 
led the onslaught for years en silver. 
His past jecord has been in the highest 
degree antagonistic to silver, to the 
west and to its interests. He has made 
Voorhees his spokesman. He has made 
him chairman of the finance commit- 
tee. To him is entrusted the fight for 
repeal." Every act, every*utterance 
made by Voorhees is for repeal. How 
theu can we expect anything from a 
man so completely subservient to Cleve- 
land, no matter how sweet and hon- 
eyed his utterances may be for silver ? 
Is a man regarded a& a friend to your 
cause who trains with and lives with 
and leads the enemy against you? 
Hill is independent and antagonistic 
to the administration. 
One thing is 


certain, Cleveland has not one iota of 
influence over him, Therefore he is all 
right on that score. His utterances 
are so tree and untrammeled, so clear 
and free from double construction that 
there is no retreat. Hill is a silver 
man from conviction. Whether he is 
bidding for 1896 and catering to the west 
or not no man m public life can afford 
to perjure himself to the extent that 
Hill would if he retreated from his 
present position. 
It is a favorable 


omen when a man like Hill represent- 
ing the great state of New York comes 
out boldly for silver. 


While it is to be regretted that he 


favors repeal, yet it is one step for us, 
one more convert gained. 


DAVID B. HILL, 


Concerning whom so much has been 
said and written is an interesting fig- 
ure tn American politics and is certain 
to be a great factor in the future. He 
is shrewd, keen, alert, active and sa- 
gacious 
He i& the only man in Amer- 


ica in the Democratic party who can 
successfully oppose the administra- 
tion 
While not an orator, his utter- 


ances are statesman-like, and he is hs- 
ened to and his words carry weight. 
He has a cool, impassive, collected de- 
livery and as he stands erect with per- 
fect composure reading his manuscript 
one might take him for a typical 
Presbyterian minister. 
The senate 


chamber was filled. A perfect mass of 
humanity filled the galleries and his 
speech has been the theme of news- 
paper editorials for the past week The 
New York press, irrespective of party ? 
denounce him and his speech in bitter 
terms. The papers of opposite politi- 
cal faith would naturally do so, but for 
the gold press ol his own party to d< 
so, signifies that his utterances wer< 
anything but pleasing to them, 


HILL'S SPEECH 


The following extracts taken from 


ais speech denote his position. 


Some portion of the present panic 


may be traced to a concerted effort on 
;he bart of numerous monometallists 
;o produce it, in order to further dis- 
credit silver as a part of the standard 
money of the country. The fact is 
apparent every where we turn. We 
observe it in their senseless arguments 
constantly used a?ainst bimetallic 
coinage." 


Free bimetallic coinage is not 


witchcraft, it is business." 


"It will be observed from what has 


already been stated that the permanent 
remedy for our financial difficulties is 
a return to the bimetallism which ex- 
sted prior to 1873. Nothing el&e will 
lo it. We have tried every thing but 
he right thing. It has been stated 
>ver and over again during the present 
lebate, especially in the other house, 
bat the country has tried the experi- 
ment of silver coinage and that it has 
>roved a failure, and that therefore we 
hould return to a gold standard. 
The country has not tried free coin- 


age since it was unwittingly abandoned 
in 1873, but it has tried a limited and 
'estricted coinage, silver purchases, 
he accumulation of silver builion, 
and a depreciated currency, all of 
which have been forced upon the conn- 
ry by monometallists through misera- 
ble compromises obtained from silver 
men." 


It I believed for one moment that 


he repeal of the Sherman law would 
injure the cause of bimetallism and 
would be the means of placing or tend- 
ing to place the country upon a gold 
standard I should never vote for it." 


Hill's speech is well worthy of being 
ead and is to be found in the record 
f August 26 panes 641 to 649. 


TO MY NEVADA HEADERS. 


I believe there is no graver responsi- 


»lity resting on man than that im- 
osed on the faithful journalist, whose 
uty it is to chronicle events as he 


finds them, not as he may see them 
brough his own narrow vision.

above statement and feel that my duty 
TO speak tha truth at all times shall 
never be swerved from through feai- of 
criticism of enemies, or through a, de- 
sire 
of commendation of 
faithful 


friends.

Fatal Bravery That Won o Bard OCrfbut* 


From n Band of Apache*. 


A company of ranchmen sat about the 


railroad station in Pomona the other aft- 
ernoon vraiting for the belated overland 
train for Los Angeles. Every man in 
the party knew the others, and there be- 
ing an hour or two to wait story telling 
of tlio early days on the border and in 
Arizona and California came natural. 
Stories of old times, •when Tndians \vere 
bad and the white pioneers knew what 
bravery meant, were related. John "Wil- 
son cf El Monte told the most absorbing 
fctory of tho hour:

when hu \,-as killed by the Apaches, 
i'oa HjoKuox ^vas an all round gambler, 
such ;: 
tlie tenderfoot from the east 


fccorns so much and knows so little 
about, but he had a heart in him bigger 
than any tenderfoot's head. Well, it 
was in the spring of 1879 Knox, with his 
wjfe and baby and a Mo.-dcau driver, 
was coming from Silver City to Clifton, 
down in Arizona. They got to York's 
ranch, which is on the Gila river, about 
80 miles from Clifton, all right, but 
jvere told there that signs of Apachea 
had been seen, and that they had better 
go in camp there for a few days, but 
Knox—who bail fought the Apaches 
dozens of times and didn't know what 
fear was—said he •wanted to make Clif- 
ton that day, Indians or no Indians. 


"Well, the Knoses drove on. When 


they were about two miles from York's 
ranch, sure enough a big buck Indian 
came from behind a low, round top 
mesa. Knox know there were plenty 
rnoro of tho red devils hid there and 
that it meant a fight to death for him. 
He was as cool as a cucumber. 
He 


jumped out of the wagon^filled his pock- 
ets with two boxes of cartridges, and 
then kissed his wife and baby for the 
last time, but saying that he would havtt 
the redskins quieted in a few minutes. 
He ordered the Mexican driver to lash 
the team for all he was worth and to 
drive back to York's ranch as fast as the 
horbos coiild jump. 
Then Knox waved 


his hand to his wife and said he^ras go- 
ing to stand off n few Apaches, although 
he was Mire there was a big band of 
them. As the team and wagon flew back 
to the ranch Knox, rifle in hand, started 
toward the hill for his last fight. He 
turned once uud waved his sombrero tc 
his wife and child and then strode on tr 
his cerbun death 


"Tho Apaches a second later rn&hecl 


out from bi'lund the hill where they 
wero secreted Knox faced his foes, and 
standing stock still pumped lead at 
them until ho fell down dead. 
The 


next day a party of us was made up, 
and we wont out where tho fight took 
place. Knox's body lay there amid the 
cactus in tbo sun. Tho Apaches,-con- 
trary to their usual custom, had not mu- 
tilated the fellow's body in« the least. 
They had taken a clean pocket haidker- 
chicl out of Knox's pocket and carefully 
spread it over his faco and had fastened 
it theio by patting a small stone on each 
corner of it to hold it in its place and 
keep tho hot sun from the dead man's 
faco. 
That was their tribute to the 


eancl in Rnos. 
Seventy empty shells 


wero found that Jind been emptied from 
Knox's wincho&ter, and one of the raid- 
ing Indians afterward raid thiit their 
party numb'-red'!? and that Knox had 
killed s.rvcu
